WeeUj Crop Bulletin. 
Following ia the weekly crop bulletin 
of the Kentucky State Weather Senrtoe, 

in co-operation with the Ignited States 
Weather Bureau, for the week ending 
August 1 : 

"The weather conditions of the past 
week were characterized by a deficiency 
in temjierature and precipitation and a 
nearly normal amount of aunahine. The 
rain came mostly in the form of local 
thunder stoniis, Mhicli were fairly well 
distributed through the northern and 
eastern sections of the State. In these 
districts the erojis slinw an iminovcvl 
appearance, but in others, w hero little or 
no rain haa fallen, they are still some- 
what backward. Com ia in a generally 
good condition, and is very fine in sec- 
tions that have been favored with rain 
in the past two weeks. The reports of 
tobacco are somewhat conflicting. It ap- 
pears flint at the present time the outlook 
for the crop ia mu(;h better in the south- 
ern and western counties than in other 
part- of the S'tate. In the Hcctions first 
named some complaint ia made of french- 
ing, though the general tenor of reports 
is not entirely unfavorahle. (lardens 
generally need rain, though as a rule late 
crops will be very fine. Pastures in most 
sections of the State are reported to he in 
good condition, but they would be greatly 
improved by rain. Fruits, particularly 
Apples and peaches, are reported to be 
abundant and of fine quality."

The OonrieisToumal had returns this 
morning from sixty counties, and pays 
these indicate the vote was light in most 
places, that the majority of the Demo- 

cratic State ticket will be about 2.5,000, 
and that the new Constitution has been 
ratified by a majority of about 75,000, and 
perhapf a.« much as 100,000. 

The majorities reported and estimated 
on the State ticket agree in the main 
with those of the Governor's race in 1887, 
when the Democratic plurality was 16,- 
797. There are some gains in favor of 
the Democrats. The BepubUcans have 
lopt heavily to the Democrats !n Whitley, 
Bell and other Republican strongholds, 
and to the People'a party in Green, Gray- 
son and elsewhere. 

The People's party cut little figure in 
the returns so far as the State ticket is 
conosmad. Fsopla's party candidates 
for Representative have been electe<l in 
Green and Taylor, Bracken, Daviess, 
Omym tmA Inrnl, with Hart, Ndsoo, 
Simpson, Barren and several other 
counties in doubt. Other counties have 
elected Alliance Representativea, who 
are not People's party nominees. 

The peoi)U;'8 party seems to have drawn 
its strength in most of the local races 
from the Democrats. One notable ex- 
ception is in the ease of Green Cotmty, 
heretofore Rejiublican. Cireenhas given 
a majority..to S. B. Erwin, People's party 
candidate for Oovamor. 

Ura Stock and tho Tnrf. 

According to Htatementa in the dailies 
of Chicago in 18tN) the lira atpek brought 
into Chicago by the ratlroada reached the 

ininiense total of 311,000 cars, an increase 
of 4(),000 cars over the previous year. It 
now looks very doubtful if this rate of 

increase can be maintained in 1891. 

The rule against repeated breaking on 
the part of trotters is being more strictly 

enforced each season in alt jtarfs of flic 
country and the result is that now-a-days 
the man who owns a skipjack horse has 
a very nndcnirablc and valueless piece of 
pro])erty, so far. as winning any part of 
the money in a trotting race is con- 
cerned. 

Senator .Stanford, iu speaking the other 
day of horse breeding, said : " There are 
1.1,000,000 horses in the TTnited States, 
according to the recent census. Imagine 
what a value we would i reate if we im- 
proved each one of this vast number of 
animals so that the individual was worth 
SRO more than now. This is surdy po.s- 
sible. I am President of a street railroad 
in San Francisco, where we have had 
hundreds of horses. The average life of 
our animals was three years. But one 
old horse stood that hard life for nine 
years. His service was so exceptional 
I looked up his record. 1 hired detec- 
tives to trace him from one sale to 
another back to the man and tlie farm 
where he wa.s raised. I found his sire 
was a })edigree horse; his dam was of 
good blood, though not standard. That 
explained the superior usefulness of the 
horse to my mind. Whether we raise 
horses for the plow or the track, blood 
will tell and la worth money. Elec- 
tioneer earned |200,000 a year for me be- 
cause he was a good horse. The old 
street ear horse earned tl^jpe times as 
much for us as his fellows because he was a 
good horse. Each in his place proved 
a great truth, and it is time w« all knew 
It"

Qoidd lends 
money with an object in viaw, in the 
nature of a large mezvhant 7at he is 
without the condftioM ot sodi • man s 
polite person. 

A friend of mine not long ago bor- 
rowed $1,000,000 from him in tha midat 
of the panio. TUs man did not oonosal 
his temporary necessity, but said to Mr. 
Gk)nld, or rather wrote to him, that 
whatever interest he waa minded to ask 
would be satisfactory. He says that 
Gould said to him, "Go along until yon 
get through, and we will aee about tha 
rata then." When they cams to aettie 
all that Qould asked him was ordinary 
interest — 6 per cent. Such things he 
dofs nnietly without further remark, 
and heuce many persons who are not 
very intimate with him, but have had 
exchanges of that kind to take place, 
think him with aa muoh raapeet as 
they speak of him. 

It must be remembered, however, that 
be haa not lived thislifeand encountered 
long hostility and abuse to become a 
more philantliropi^it. He is a ^gantio 
merchant in transportation. — "Oath" in 
Cincinnati Enquirer.

The t<i\m- itself is a tunic about five 
feet loii^r. I'Ut narrow at the shonlderf 
and gradually widening towards tli« 
knees. Jt is woven out of on« 
piece, without any seam whatever. 
The material is 8upjH>9e<l to have been 
linen, but its great age provontH any ex- 
act examination. It is enclosed in an 
outer oasing of purple an<l gold doth. 
8uppo8e<l to have been adiled some tin\t 
in tne seventh century in order to pre 
serve the relic. During the exhibition 
extra trains will be run daily to Tii;,-i 
from Ooblwii nd OoljOfn e. 

Bojral Family Stricken. 

London, Aug. 4.— The royal hoiMe of 
Belgium is again itricken. Qtieen 
Marie, wife of King Leopold and 
mother of the hapless Stephanie, is said 
to be dyinK. aud everybody is talking 
about the ill-lack that oiis attended the 
members of Leopold's hoosehold. 
Charlotte, his sister, is the insane 
widow of the execnted Emperor Maxi- 
ndllian. 

Stephanie, his dangbter, is the widow 
of the late Crown Prince Rndolph ol 
Aostria. who ended his life by suicide, 
•nd Baudouin, his nephew and idol, 
designated as heir to the throne, was 
zaoently carried off by a mystericuc 
di se —e, not without suspicion of self- 
inflicted violence. Now Queen Marie, 
•bont a year vounger than her middle- 
aged husband, is dying awav from him 
at a time when he most needs her com- 
Mny and her sympathy. And yet 
Leopold is one of the most amiable and 
democratic of>kings. The dying queen 
is an Austrian grand duchess, and was 
married to Leopold abaut thirty-eigLt 
years ago. They have been an affec- 
tionate couple, so far as the world could 
olMerve, and Leopold has had a true 
hfli^^ate in his queen. 

The Strike la L-ondon. 

London, Aug. 4. — Yesterday the 
strike of the London building tndies en- 
tered npon the fourteenth wedL Three 
tiMMiiaiid fire hondred men, all mem- 
ben of nnioni, are osit on • strike. The 
men declare that their treasnry is amply 
provided with funds to carry on the 
struggle, and £1,300 of strike 
money was paid on Saturday. It is 
cUumed by the onions that they can ent- 
last the euH>loyets. These, however, 
are detwrmined not to TisM to the tsrms 
that they regard ss dasstrons to thsir 
business. 

Industrial discontent is soreading in 
the metropolis. Of the 80.000 drivers of 
wagons in London 6,000 b»vs Joined a 
vaSm. with the avowed object of strik- 
ing when winter comes for us improve- 
ment of ttieir oonditiSB. The vivsrs 
say that 20,000 of their nnmber average 
ninety hours a week for wages of fram 
sighteen to twenty-eigfat shillings a 
week. Thistbsy rsantrd as beneath tht 
ordinary treatment of eommon laborers, 
andtfaepnbliosyiBIMillljr is with them 
in tbelr purpose to ittprovs Ihsir situa- 
tion.
